What’s In A Name? 


Some of the old timers may recall that many years ago, 
the name of our club bulletin was "HIGH-Q",and not 
"HI-Q". This changed with the start of a new bulletin 
editor in November 1977. The immediate prior editors, 
Bill VE3EEW, Phil VE3AXL and Bill VE3EFC (origi- 
nal calls) had no trouble maintaining the traditional title. 


The new editor took it upon himself to unilaterally start 
changing the title and ease the burden of typing those 
extra 2 letters. After all making those ancient Gestetner 
stencils was not an easy chore. The old title page sten- 
cils were still used on very rare occasions, probably to 
use up the old pre-printed title pages on hand. 


In 1981, Bill Unger,(still VE3EFC) regained editorship, 
and still used "HI-Q" on the cover, but "HIGH-Q" on all 
inside pages. This practise continued until April 1983 
when new editor Amold VE3JAA made new cover 
pages for "HIGH-Q". 

But wait ........ there is more. 


In November 1984, with new blue title pages, "HI-Q" 
returned under co-editors Gary VE3NNR and Gary 
VE3HJS, and has been so called until now....I think. 
With apologies for the years of confusion.
